Washington, November 4. The follow-
ing general order has been issued by General
Sherman: "The death of Major-Gener- al

Joseph Hooker, United States army, which
took place at Garden City, Long Island, on
the thirty-firs- t ultimo, is announced to the
army. In announcing the decease of this
gallant veteran, honored with the thanks of
congress tor skill, energy and endurance, the
general takes occasion to recall to the memo-
ry of the army the distinguished services ren-
dered by General Hooker through the war
with Mexico, as well as iu the late war. His
gallantry in the former gave promise of the
superior courage, vigor and skill in action
which has since characterized him. It is not
necessary here to narrate his achievements.
They are matters of familiar history, and his
f oldierly deeds may well excite the admira-
tion and emulation of his surviving comrades.
In honor to his memory, the commanding
general of the military division of the Atlan-
tic will cause minute guns to be fired at Fort
Columbus, and the flag to be displayed at
half-sta- ff during the funeral ceremonies in
New York city. Like honors will be paid at
Newport barrackB, Kentucky, on the day of
interment in Cincinnati. Officers are re-
quested to wear the usual badge of mourning
for thirty days."

The chancellor cool-
ly replies that the whole subject will bo sub-
mitted to the lord lieutenant of Ireland for
investigation and report.

A Quiet but Impressive Interment.
New York. November 4. The prelimin-

ary services prior to the removal cf the re-
mains of Major-Genera- l Joseph Hooker from
Garden City this morning were very solemn,
and. although unattended with the great
military parade which will characterize the
funeral attracted large number
of persons, not only from the immediate
vicinity, but from Hempstead and the out
lying villages. After the services, the coffin
was borne from the room and out of the hotel
on the shoulders of eight men. the remainder
of tho command acting as an escort and
marching with their guns reversed.
